world 
this 


year, and the outlook Industrially seems not only optimistic but too 
good to bo true. 
Locally our big factories in the face of a presidential 


election when in former years banks were BO tight you couldn't dis- 
count gold dollars, are going forward and doubling pay-rolls. Mer- 
chants are Btlll conservative In their buying but much of 
this 
has 


vanished, and we even have fall announcements being made, indicating 
early purchases and premature buying and shipment. 


There IB in truth, little to dread in the political situation, but 


much to pity; for the* blatant cry of tho false reformer falls on deaf 
ears; and the country—tho real people who make this real nation— 
are pursuing tho even tonor of their ways, discounting all harm in tho 
knowledge that at any decisive moment, when the country needs a 
strong arm, that It will bo offered from Ihe ITustneKS 
world: 
from 


among tho Men of Affairs, and not from tho galaxy of beauties who 
as pidgeon stools arc permitted to see their pictures In the paper and 
their names emblazoned from the bill-boards.

now scan the advertising columns 
before they look at the news, acd

cheerfully 
spend days shop- 


ping for bargains could be induced 
by any means to get up the same 
enthusiasm over shopping for food 
supplies, they would soon make a 
dent in the high cost of 
living. 


They might not solve it, perhaps, 
but they would have gone Quite a 
way toward forcing conditions that 
would solve it. 
But in behalf of 


woman's cause it may be added that 
one of the big reasons that women 
have not developed tne habit 
of 


shopping for food supplies is that 
the grocers of the country are ten 
years behind the times In telling 
the people what they have for the 
table.

But if Fowler does meet with misfortune and Is forced, like hundreds 
of others of as good blood and breeding, to seek tho cloak of charity 
as a shelter, then we hope he gets pickles, and apples, and bananas and 
all those little things, the same as ho pets now. 


Because a man or a woman is forced to enter a charitable Insti- 


tution is no sign that they lose any of tholr desire to eat or to live. 
The fact that we have infirmaries should stand more to reason that 
they are solely for the protection of those unfortunates

There IB in truth, little to dread in the political situation, but 


much to pity; for the* blatant cry of tho false reformer falls on deaf 
ears; and the country—tho real people who make this real nation— 
are pursuing tho even tonor of their ways, discounting all harm in tho 
knowledge that at any decisive moment, when the country needs a 
strong arm, that It will bo offered from Ihe ITustneKS 
world: 
from 


among tho Men of Affairs, and not from tho galaxy of beauties who 
as pidgeon stools arc permitted to see their pictures In the paper and 
their names emblazoned from the bill-boards.

grocery stores, the meat markets 


I or the 
fruit stands? 
Of course 


there are some who still go mar- 
keting with a market basket, but 
they are exceptions. 


If the women of the country who 


now scan the advertising columns 
before they look at the news, acd 
who 
cheerfully 
spend days shop- 


ping for bargains could be induced 
by any means to get up the same 
enthusiasm over shopping for food 
supplies, they would soon make a 
dent in the high cost of 
living. 


They might not solve it, perhaps, 
but they would have gone Quite a 
way toward forcing conditions that 
would solve it. 
But in behalf of 


woman's cause it may be added that 
one of the big reasons that women 
have not developed tne habit 
of 


shopping for food supplies is that 
the grocers of the country are ten 
years behind the times In telling 
the people what they have for the 
table. 
Grocers as a rule never ad- 


vertise, and as a result, must de- 
pend on their steady trade,

But if Fowler does meet with misfortune and Is forced, like hundreds 
of others of as good blood and breeding, to seek tho cloak of charity 
as a shelter, then we hope he gets pickles, and apples, and bananas and 
all those little things, the same as ho pets now. 


Because a man or a woman is forced to enter a charitable Insti- 


tution is no sign that they lose any of tholr desire to eat or to live. 
The fact that we have infirmaries should stand more to reason that 
they are solely for the protection of those unfortunates 
who 
cannot 


support themselves.

T 


HERE is A philanthropic movement 


throughout the country to pension 
mothers. This means that a moth- 


er will receive from the taxes an allow- 
ance for each child she Is unable to sup- 
port. The necessity of sending & child to 
an Institution at public expense Is thereby 
avoided »nd a home is saved from dis- 
ruption. 
The advocates of this movement say 
that children's institutions produce shift- 
less citizens, with no conception of clvro 
duties. A grave question is raised here. 
The institutions may say that they are 
better fttted to raise children than moth- 
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ers of the destitute classes, often Hvhw 
In alums. At any rate, the "Mothers 
Pension law" has gone into effect in II 
Imois. Henry Nell, who has been called 
"the father of the Mothers' Pension law' 
*nd is working to have a similar law 
passed in every State In the "Union, here 
describes its objects and working:

N the "United States when a woman Is 


deprived of her husband by some- ac- 
cident we take her children away from 


her and pat them In an Institution. 


The mother Is made miserable by the 


Joss of her children and is very often 
driven Into an early grave by her sor- 
rows. The children are "Institutionalized. 
That means that they are stamped with 
an influence that deprives them of self- 
wsspect, character, enterprise and loyalty 
to home and family. They know neither 
home nor family and therefore can have 
BO love lor them. 
, . 
The children of the Institutions furnish 
a large proportion of our delinquents 
From the Institution they pass on to the 
letDmatory-and then too often to the 
JalL Of ionr young men of the age or 
eighteen hanged In Cook County early 
this year all had been raised In charitable 
or reformative Institutions 
A Bignlflcant fact I have discovered Is 
act more than half of all recorded wife 
alerters were rated In Institutions. 
TUs method of ruining families Is be- 
tag followed P^tlcally all over the 
ttaltad States It Is certainly the method 
ioltowed by alll great cities. In Illinois we 
ia™ ^parted from it W« have passed

air as your lungs seem capable of 
holding. Hold that breath; that :*, 
keep the air in the lungs so that 
It may do Its cleansing work, while 
you count five. That is equivalent 
to five seconds. Gently empty the 
lungs of the air. Then slowly fill 
the lungs again; hold as long as 
wau can and slowly expel the air. 
You will learn to hold the breath 
longer and longer. Expert and ex- 
perienced deep breathers can hold 
the air newly taken into the lungs 
for fifty seconds. But no beginner 
In the art should expect, nor try 
to do this. At first the practice 
may cause a sensation of dizziness. 
But this Is net alarming. On the 
other hand, It Is encouraging. It 
means that the poor, pale, Ill-nour- 
ished brain Is receiving as large a 
blood supply as It needs and '.t will 
•eon become used to your new 
generosity. 


If yeu are not so situated that
